NEW-YOKE, Oct. 17.—A paper 


mad before the American Society of 
Civil Engineers last evening by T, C. 
Clark, in which he concluded that a

Secretary Morton says very frankly 


hat hi- has given this order so that Mexi- 
can beeves may come into the United 
States and help eat up the immense corn 
crop the American farmer finds on his 
lands this year. Not lew than 800,000 
such cattle will coma through the port! 
named, aud they will oonrarne certainly 
several million bushel* of corn. Farm- 
ers with more corn than they know what 
to do with will bny the cattle by the 
carload and fatten them at home.

consumers while netting a larger profit 
to the farmers.

The milk that is above tbe stand- 
ard required by the company ia care- 
fully noted, and when tbe dividends are 
made the furnisher of such milk gets 
more than tbe man doea whose milk is 
sot so rich in butter fat. 


The manner of paying the shippers is 


a subject of interest The milk is bought 
from the stockholders of the company as 
it is shipped.

cold months, beginning Dec. 1, tbe price 
if, say, tl.30 to the 100 pounds. Then 
at tbe end of the year, when tbe divi- 
dends are made, the producer finds that 
be baa received for milk at the rate of 3 
cents a quart for the winter months and 
S?l cents a quart for the summer. That 
is'not bad for the milk producer, is it! 


The general management of tie busi- 


n«as is similar to that of tbe Denmark 
Copenhagen Milk Supply company, as 
described by Professor Georgeson in bul- 
letin No. 5 f the United States bureau 
of animal industry. Anybody can get, 
that bulletin by applying for it to the 
"bnrem and addressing bis communica- 
tion to Hon. J. Sterling Morten, secre- 
tary of agriculture. 


Tbe Rochester Milk Producers' com- 


pany varied the rules of the Copenhagen 
association, as was necessary, in order 
to adapt them to Awriire- But the 
main features are tin same. The first 
requisite of course ia extreme cleanli- 
ness and ewe of tbe cows and cow sta- 
bles. Tbe company's rules are banded 
to every producer, and he is requested 
to "tack them up in his stable." 


Milk fror" a fresh cow must not be 


delivered to tbe company under a week 
after calving, neither from a oow that 
gives less than two quarts a day. Rigid 
rules are laid down for brushing the 
cows and, when necessary, washing 
their nddera. No turnip tops or cab- 
bage leaves are allowed to be fed. 
"A 
limited feed of roots, carrot*, 


beets and of ensilage is permitted to 
be fed immediately after 
milking 


only." The cows should not receive 
more than four pounds linseed oil meal 
or two pounds of cottonseed meal a day. 
Brewers'grains must not be fed unless 
they are dried. The company's veteri- 
narian visits regularly all the herds of 
the shippers and reports on the health 
of the cows and their feed and the con- 
dition of the stables. The shipper signs 
a contract with the company, though he 
is himself part of that company, a con- 
tract that. hnW« him bound to observe 
its rules and regulations. 


It is a pleasure to read the require- 


ments for cleanliness. The milk must, 
not only be passed through the ordinary 
wire strainer, tut. must, in addition, be 
put. through "four thicknesses of cheese- 
cloth." When the milk of 15 cows has 
passed through one set of cheesecloth 
layers, they mnst be changed for a fresh 
set. All the cloths, strainers, pails and 
utensils employed must first be washed 
through ttpid water, then scalded with 
boiling \vatw. 
The nailker is particn- 


larJy ordered to wash his hands before 
beginning operations. 
"Milking into 


the hands and saturating tho teats with 
milk are forbidden. " Before roturning 
the c.ai:s to the farmer after n shipment 
the eu<plnyees at the central depot thor- 
oughly was-h and scald the milk citns. 


The duiryniHU mnst use ice and n

Th« Glowworm Citvcni. 


The greatest wonder of the antipodes 


is the celebrated glowworm cavern, 
discovered iu !S91 in the heart of the 
Taemanian wilderness. 
The cavern or 


caverns (there appears to be c series cf 
tucb caverns in the vicinity /each sepa- 
rate and distinct) are situated near the 
town of Sonthport, Tasmania, in a lime- 
stone bluff, about four miles from Idu 
bay. 
The appearance of the main cav- 


ern is that of an underground river, 
entire floor of the subterranean passage 
being covered with water about, a foot 
and a half iu depth. 
These wonderful 


Tasmauian caves are similar to all cav- 
erns found in limestone formation, with 
the exception thut their roofs and sides 
literally shine •with the liglit emitted 
by tho millions of glowworms which iu- 
habit them.—St. Louis Republic. 


The rain falling on the rocks sinks in- 


to every crack and crevice, carrying 
with it into these fissures surface mate- 
rial which has been degraded by the 
weather, and thus affording a matrix 
sufficient to start the growth of vegeta- 
tion and afterward 
to maintain the 


plants. The fibers and roots of these 
plants, bushes and trees thus brought 
into life, growing and expanding, act 
as wedges to split up the surface of the 
reck and to eosniaence the process of 
wearing awuy- From this quality of de- 
struction a large class of plant* derive 
the name of saxifrages, or rock break- 
ers, from their roots penetrating into tho 
minute-fissures in search of water, auil 
so assisting in the process of disintegra- 
tion. In 'winter the water collected iu 
the hollows and crevices becomes froz- 
en, and expanding as it cnuuges into 
ice acts like a charge of blasting mate- 
rial in breaking np tho'rock. The pieces 
thus detached become further disinte- 
grated by frost and weather, and, being 
tolled over and over and rubbed against 
each other as they aie curried away 
down the mountain torrents, are ground 
gradually smaller and smaller, till from 
fragments of rock they become bowlers, 
then pebbles uiid finally sand. As the 
mountain stream merges into the river! 
tbe pebbles and coarse sand continue to t 
be rolled along the bottom of the ehan- j 
Del, while the rugillaceous particles and | 
salts become mingled with the water j 
and flow on with it either iu suspension 
or solution. 


While this disintegrating process ii 


going on inland the rocks and cliffs on 
the coast exposed to the sea are suffer- 
ing degradation by a similar process and 
ate also being worn away by the inces- 
sant action of tho waves of the ocean 
beating on them aud attacking them, 
not only with the impact of the water, 
bnt ulso with the fragments broken off, 
which, dashed against the face from 
which they have been eroded, are thus ,

are reported. 
They are believed to be 


dne to neglect of the caution against 
eating tinned foods that have been ex 
posad to the air for some time after be- 
ing opened. The eiuct manner in which 
poisonous substances, technically known 
as "ptomaines," are generated so rapid- 
ly is not known with certainty, but the 
fact th»t they are produced in sufficient 
quantity to cause very grave symptoms 
of poisoning have been tronght out in a 
multitude of instances. 
In one well 


known case tbe first half of the contents 
of a tin of lobster was consumed with 
no ill effect, but the rest a few days aft- 
erwarc! proved nxtremely poisonous. It 
is suggested that as a safi'gnurd manu- 
facturers might label the tins with some 
such notice as "Th« oonHMits of this tin 


perfectly wholesome whou oaten 


fresh from the tin and afford good 
food, but the public is advised :iiot to 
expose tho contents for any length of 
time to the injurious influences of tho 
atmosphere." The Laucot writer oven 
goes so far ns to suggest that some such 
warning might be i insist tul on by tho 
legislature.—London News.

difference in that respect ia the French 
people? I should not like to say. 


It may not be altogether uninterest- 


ing to look at the two men against 
whom the English commander in chief 
will be pitted if a quarrel ahonld ever 
unhappily break forth in Europe. I am 
alluding to the commanders in chief of 
the Russian and the French forces. 


The Russian ansy ccatsins several 


men of unquestionable capacity; never- 
theless, thftr« ui'peaw to be a consensus 
of opinion that, in the event of war, 
with no matter whom, the supreme 
command would virtually devolve upon 
General Obrontcheff, to the exclusion 
even of Gsiwal Koiropatkice. I say 
Tirtnal corau.aiul. for. nominally, yoang 
Nicholas would be at the head of his 
legions. 


Having declared myself at the onUct 


incapable of judging the English cnm- 
inaiider in chief from a military point 
of view, I am not going to stultify my- 
self by enceavoring to do this in the 
case of Obroutcbeff. I only repeat what, 
I have heard. 
Until very recently the 


chief of Vannowski's staff and Aid-de- 
camp General Obroutcheff was, in spit* 
of his recognized talents, looked askaaoe 
at in Russian military circles. The 
epithet "red" was invariably tacked to 
his name ss late as, 16 years ago, and 
the third section of .the imperial ohan- 
cellene, without troubling to inquire 
into the matter, placed him on the list 
of "dangerous" men "to be watched 
very closely." A note like that from the 
Russian police .becomes practically 
indelible, and, aid-de-camp general 
iliuugh h« %MI», nOC ih« slightest ottSJEpt 
was made to efface his name from the 
list. Alter his exploits on the Danube 
Loris Melikoff drew the attention of 
Alexander II to this apparently flagrant 
injustice, to this permanent insult. The 
name was maintained on the list for 
all that, but the epithet waa changed 
from "red" into "well meaning." 


Obroutcheff has married a French- 


woman, and is a declared partisan—or 
supposed to be—of an alliance with 
France. Eis views iu that respect date 
from 1870, when he wss an obscure 
general. I repeat, about his abilities 
there is little or no doubt 
After the 


first checks in the Turko-Rnssian cam- 
paign he was sent in hot haste to the 
Danube, aud he is credited with having 
saved the Russian anny from total de- 
struction. 
Before that, though, he had 


already become the intimate friend of 
the heir to tho throne, and the friend- 
chip underwent no diminution during 
Alexander Hi's reign. 


Wherever the scene of the next Eu- 


ropean campaign of the French may be 
laid, General Felix Gustavo Saussier, 
the present military governor of Paris, 
ig beforehand designated as the leader. 
Saussier ig close upon 70. _In spite of 
his large size he is very active, but for 
that size he would give one the idea of 
a jnousqnetaire of the Louis XIV period 
dressed m modern uniform. There is no 
doubt about bis value as a soldier, 
which does not always mean an equal 
value as a supreme commander, but it 
is fair to state that in the battles around 
Met«, a quarter of a century ago, he 
distinguished himself 
most signally. 


The famous infantry charge at St. Pri- 
vat, which practically barred the prog- 
ress of the Germans on that side, was 
led by him. 


Sanssier was one of the officers who 


gigned the protest against the surrender 
of Metz. Having refused to pledge him- 
self not to serve again during the cam- 
paign, he was sent a* prisoner of war to 
Cologne. Nor would ho give his prom- 
hie not to escape, consequently he was 
transported to a small town on the Vis- 
tula (Grandenz, I believe), and abso- 
lutely sequestrated—without effect, for 
he made his escape after all 


Re allowed Gambetta to remain ig- 


norant of all this, as well as of his re- 
publican origin, and the ''great trib 
one," whose 
infallible instinct lias 


been vaunted so much, only looked upon 
Saussier as u colonel of the empire and 
treated hint as such< 
After that Sans- 


•ier went once more to Algeria. 
Sans- 


aier, I should say, has had nioro fight- 
ing than auj' general iu tho French ar- 
my, but it would be rash to say that 
this made him a strategist. 
A bril- 


li:uit soldier he was aud is still, in 
spite of liis age, and as he was barely 
40 when Franco suffered her reverses 
ho may have profited by them. To many 
in Fianc* herhulf hu ia an unknown 
quantity. Tile** ars the two men a oom- 
parifoii with whom and VisoonntWolse- 
ley it would be profitable to establish,
